Al Capone's heart was reported by 
a specialist to be failing tonight 
and the doctor said, "I doubt very 
seriously if there is a chance for 
recovery." He has developed pneu- 
monia.

case, said Capone was critically ill

of Delaware. The present contract 
expires Feb . 15. 
A y ear ago. the steel union 
had begun a month-long strike,

throughout the nation to enforce 
demands for

increase. That strike was settled 
by an 18*4 cent hourly boost 
which was ad op ted bv industry 
generally . The steel union now 
claims a membership of 8 50.000.

Fleming said today he and Mr. 
Truman went ov er the question 
of rent controls thoroughly but 
did not come to any conclusion. 
He said the “ hardship" order 
was giv en earlier this week to 
the regional OPA directors. 
In Congress, such Republican 
leaders as Senator Taft of Ohio 
hav e said they fav or continuing 
control in some form past the pres­ 
ent termination date of June 30. 
The real estate Industry has call­ 
ed for a 15 percent increase in all 
ceilings, rent decontrol on all new 
dwelling units and professiv e de­ 
control of all rents when land­ 
lords offer leases carrying increases 
of not more than 15 percent. 
OPA has resisted decontrol, say­ 
ing that return of v eterans, war 
workers and their families to form­ 
er homes hav e made the housing 
shortage worse than during the 
war.

Guards Secret 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 24 t^P)—A 
proposal to distribute the world’s 
food surpluses at cut-rate prices to 
needy countries was outlined today 
in a United Nations report. 
It urged steps to reliev e “chronic 
malnutrition among more than half 
of the world’s people." 
The report was prepared by the 
United Nations preparatory com­ 
mission on world food problems. The 
commission was assigned to the task 
three months ago by the 40-nation 
food and agriculture organization. 
Forecasting ov er-productiv lty as 
nation after nation rallies from the 
ruins of war, the report said: 
"If nothing is done to absorb 
the infinitely greater production 
which our efforts in World War 
II hav e stimulated, we may find 
ourselv es heading for a greater 
disaster than in 1929.” 
The 17-nation commission called 
for 
International 
machinery 
to 
achiev e a “permanent adv ance in 
nutritional lev els of one thousand 
million people in under-nourished 
countries.’’ 
Broadly, the program seeks Inter 
gov ernment agreements for stabiliz­ 
ing export prices at lev els deemed 
fair to producers and consumers 
alike. 
The big exporting nations, 
headed by the United States, would 
maintain “famine reserv es” for ln- 
t e r n a t i o n a l use and so-called 
“stabilization reserv es” to maintain 
an ev en price lev el. 
When prices soared too high, sup­ 
plies would be sold from the stabili­ 
zation reserv e. When prices fell too 
low, supplies would be channeled 
into the reserv e for future use. 
The report did not list the under­ 
nourished countries, but food ex­ 
perts said China. India and some 
European nations with Incomes so 
low that their people are unable 
to buy adequate food would fall In 
that category. 
The report said the world’s pro 
ductlon capacity has been greatly 
expanded by wartime scientific and 
technological dev elopments. 
As a 
result, it concluded, methods must 
be found to absorb a greater output 
then ev er before. 
As an ex ample, the commis­ 
sion said North American in­ 
dustrial 
production 
has more 
than doubled and agricultural 
output has risen 30 percent ov er 
the pre-war period. 
Unless the output is absorbed 
the 
commission added, “the 
re­ 
sult may be millions out of work, an 
unparalleled business recession, and 
social and economic unrest, w'ith re­ 
newed pressure for restriction of 
production."

Raymond J. Speiser, assistant dis­ 
trict attorney, indicated during his 
examination of prospectiv e jurors 
that the Commonwealth will seek 
the death penalty.

20/20. 
The individual norm al vision is 
variable, subject to various influ­ 
ences. Usually , w ith advance of age, 
the vision is not so good. The rea­ 
son for vision being better in y outh 
is partly due to the eye itself losing 
some of its transparency In older 
eyes. 
It is m uch like try ing to see 
on a foggy day . 
Moreover, the ac­ 
tivity of the nerves of the ey e is 
more acute in y outh. 
The vision varies also w ith the

FRANKFURT. Germany, Jan. 24 
<&)— An Army investigation into the 
fatal illness of an officer’s infant 
son, contracted abroad an Army 
transport en route from New York 
to Germany, was disclosed tonight. 
The babv’s parents, 
l £ and Mrs. 
John J. Warren Jr., of Loyall. Ky., 
attended funeral services here Tues­ 
day for their eight-months-old son 
and arranged for burial at Pine 
Mountain, Ky. 
An autopsy report submitted to 
the Army inspector general showed 
the baby was stricken with acute 
bronchial and intestinal inflamma­ 
tion four days after sailing on the 
transport Willard Holdbrook with 
his mother. 
The 
infant 
was treated 
at 
W iesbaden m ilitary hospital and 
then was transferred to F rank ­ 
furt hospital, where death oc­ 
curred an houi after his arrival 
the past Saturday. 
Mrs. Warren told newsmen that 
“if my baby had been given proper 
medical attention aboard the ship, 
he would be alive today.” 
“It was just plain negligence,” Lt. 
Warren added. 
Mrs. Warren said most of the 
children aboard the transport had 
diarrhea and that the passengers, 
all dependents of soldiers, were 
crowded more than 30 to a room. 
When the baby became sick, she 
said, she took him to the ship dis­ 
pensary, only to be told it was ‘‘after 
visiting hours." Meeting a doctor 
who was passing by, she pleaded 
with him to look at the baby. 
When the doctor said “it’s after 
hours and, besides, I’ve got to eat 
first,” Mrs. Warren broke into tears 
and the doctor finally consented to 
look at the baby, she related. 
Mrs. Warren said the doctor did 
not take the child’s temperature, 
however, and “only gave him some 
pink medicine for his cough.”

sistance.” 
W hen he spoke to M r Trum an 
about this, Bolte said, th e President 
told him the Cabinet com mittee was
